Lawrence S. .Camp, United 
States attorney, said yesterday he 
would recommend to Attorney 
General Homer Cummings _ that 
the decision of the fifth circuit 


court of appeals, preventing the! | 


federal government from collect- 
ing amusement taxes on tickets to 
Georgia and Georgia Tech foot- 
ball games, be appealed to ‘the 
supreme court. 

The attorney pointed out that 
the attorney general had final au- 
thority in deciding whether the 
case would be appealed. 

The circuit court of appeals up- 
held a decision of the federal dis- 
trict court enjoining the late W. 
E. Page, collector of internal reve- 
nue, from collecting a .tax on 
tickets for games conducted by 
the two state-supported institu- 
tions. The two schools now have 
approximately $100,000 of these 
athletic funds, pending adjudica- 
tion of the case. 


In setting forth the majority 
opinion, Judge Sibley said “It may 
be conceded that for the regents 
to hire athletes to give perform- 
ances in order to make money 
would be taxable, for it would be 
for the state to enter a commer- 
cial field.. Between using the stu- 
dents in the department of physi- 
cal education and hiring perform- 
ers, there is about the difference 
that existed between the Greek 
citizens’ games and the Roman 
gladiatorial shows.” 

Judge Hutcheson, in the dissent-

POLICE WHO UNDERSTAND 


There is something rarely inspiring in the 
action of “The 26 Club,’”’ an organization of the 


traffic squad of the Atlanta police department, 
in accepting for the coming year the responsi- 
bility of caring for Opportunity Family num- 
ber nine. 

Through the generous understanding of 
these splendid men in uniform, a widowed 
mother and her two boys are lifted, for 12 
months at least, from despair into the sunshine 
of assurance as to their material needs. They 
know, this morning, that the food and the 
clothes and the shelter which has been lacking 
in the past, will be their’s all through 1938. 

There is something deeper and finer, in the 
action of these police officers, however, than a 
mere gift of material things. For there is reve- 
lation of the understanding hearts of the men 
and there is the spirit of kindly help from law 
officers toward the youth with whom they come 
in contact. 

There are, remember, two young boys in this 
Opportunity Family the police club has adopted. 
The officers know, by experience, that the 
greatest work for the good of the city, the state 
and the nation of the future, can be done 
through the boys of today. To inculcate in the 
youngsters the ideals of obedience to the law 
and good citizenship generally, is to save those 
same boys from the influence of the gang and 
the false hero worship of the criminal. 

The real hero of every: community is the 
policeman. And he should be regarded by the 
people of his beat as their best friend. The 
boys and girls who see him passing their homes 
and schools, who see him directing traffic at 
the school corner that they may cross the 
street in safety, who are so familiar with his 
blue uniform, should regard him as their best 
friend, as he is. 

The boy who grows up with a good policeman 
for a friend is on the road to worthy manhood, 
whereas the one who thinks the man in blue 
is his natural enemy, is headed toward the path 
to crime and a prison cell. 

The motorcycle men who compose “The 26 
Club” in Atlanta constitute, in many respects, 
the pick of the local force. Most of them are 
young and all are alert and intelligent. They 
possess that important intangible asset known 
as esprit de corps. They demonstrate, in their 
taking over of this widowed mother and her 
sons, their deep understanding of the funda- 
mental truth that the real purpose of police is 
to prevent crime and forestall the creation of 
criminals, rather than to be mere avengers for 
society after crime is committed. 

The members of “The 26 Club” have demon- 
strated, emphatically, that they deserve that 
highest accolade of American life, the title of 
“regular fellows.” - 


FOR A QUIETER CHRISTMAS 

With all forms of fireworks prohibited in 
the downtown area, Atlanta may, with grati- 
tude, look forward to a quieter Yuletide this 
year. A new city ordinance prohibits any fire- 
works in the center of the city and police have 
announced they will enforce the law vigorously. 

It is said that the southern habit of fire- 
works at Christmastime originated many years 
ago among the French at New Orleans. Who- 
ever began it, however, instituted a custom that 
has seemed an incongruous puzzle to visitors in 
the south at this season of the year. 

The essence of Christmas is peace, its spirit 
is voiced in that oft-quoted line, “Peace on 
earth, good will to men.”

ROBERT WORTH BINGHAM 

Robert Worth Bingham, United States am- 
bassador to the Court of St. James, at London, 
was a man who gave to these sometimes sordid 
days a figure of considerable romance. 

A native of North Carolina, scion of an old 
and distinguished family of that state, his prog- 
ress in life was, at least in its early stages, 
parallel with the lives of many others who have 
risen to greatness in this nation. 

School teacher, lawyer, civie leader and then 
publisher of newspapers of historic renown, 
the Louisville Courier-Journal and the Louis- 
ville Times, he rose to national prominence by 
dint of his own brilliance and through his loyal 
faith in the political party of his fathers and 
of the south. 

He rendered distinguished service to his 
adopted city, Louisville, as mayor and continued 
that service when he took over the Louisville 
papers after the death of Colonel Henry 
Watterson. 

‘He combined his public service with a deep 
love of the outdoors. He was a noted breeder 
of pedigreed cattle, which he raised ‘on his es- 
tate near Albany, Ga., and was an enthusiastic 
follower of outdoor sports. He helped to es- 
tablish the southern amateur field trials as a 
premier event in the south. ; 

He was named ambassador to Great Britain 
a few days after the inauguration of President 
Roosevelt and he maintained in England the 
finest traditions of that post. He was popular 
with the British people and did much to ce- 
ment more closely the friendship between the 
two great English-speaking democracies. 

The death of Ambassador Bingham removes 
from the American scene a man who combined 
the finest traditions of the old south with the 
highest ideals in the New Deal era of social 
progress. ‘

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GETS NAZI HONORS 


Hitler, Blomberg Expected 
To Speak at Military Rites 
for ‘Master Mind.’ 


MUNICH, Germany, Dec. 20.— 
neral Erich Ludendorff, 
considered the master mind of 
Germany’s World War armies, died 
today at the age of 72. 

He will be given a state fu- 
neral with highest military hon- 
ors Wednesday in Munich’s Field 
Marshals’ Hall, a shrine of Nazi 
Germany. Tomorrow the body 
will lie in state in the flag hall of 
the general command of the sev- 
enth army corps. 

The streets will be cloaked in 
black and silver for the funeral 
march from there to the Field 
Marshals’ Hall, where in Novem- 
ber, 1923, Adolf Hitler, then al- 
most unknown, and the general 
strode side by side in the Nazis’ 
abortive “march on Berlin.” 

It was understood that Hitler 
and Field Marshal Werner Von 
Blomberg, Reich war minister, 
would speak at the funeral. 

Ill Three Weeks. 

Ludendorff died after three 
weeks’ illness. He had undergone 
an operation for a bladder infec- 
tion and apparently was recover- 
ing when the strain proved too 
much for his heart. 

In spite of his bitter opposition 
to Christianity and _ especially 
Catholicism, Ludendorff died in a 
Catholic hospital, attended in his 
last days by nuns. The choice of 
the Josephinum hospital was dic- 
tated by Professor Ludwig Kiel- 
leuthner, who operated on the gen- 
eral and would attend patients at 
no other institution. 

Though Ludendorff, war-time 
chief of staff under Field Marshal 
Paul Von Hindenburg, had de- 
clared publicly he wanted no cere- 
mony at his burial the belief was 
expressed his recent reconcilia- 
tion with Hitler and the Nazis after 
years of misunderstanding had 
changed his viewpoint. 

Sends Condolence. 

Hitler sent condolences to Lud- 
endorff’s widow, Mathilde, who 
had moved to the Catholic Jose- 
phinum hospital to be near her 
husband: 

“IT extend heartiest sympathy. 
By the death of the soldiers’ great 
generalissimo, Ludendorff, the 
German people lose one of its best 
and most faithful sons, whose la- 
bors in peace and war aimed sole- 
ly for the welfare of Germany. 

“His name will live forever in 
German history. I and the Na- 
tional Socialist (Nazi) movement 
will ever remember gratefully... 
that he shared his fate with those 
who entered the lists on behalf of 
a better future Germany.” 

The general and Hitler recently 
closed their long misunderstanding 
and distrust at a peace talk. 

By a decree of last May 12 
Ludendorff’s Germanic Faith 
movement, form of neo-paganism 
which he had preached for years, 
was put on an equal basis with 
the Catholic and Protestant faiths.

SIX CITY HOLIDAYS 
VOTED BY COUNCIL 


Veto Overriden; Proposal 
To Substitute Buses on 
Piedmont Accepted. 


Overriding the mayor’s veto by 
a vote of 12 to 3, city council yes- 
terday passed an ordinance creat- 
ing six legal holidays for all city 
employes and making it manda- 
tory for all persons failing to re- 
ceive holidays on the scheduled 
dates to take them within 30 days. 

City officials said the ordinance 
will result in an automatic reduc- 
tion of 25 men each day during 
January on the police and fire de- 
partments, as well as a smaller 
number the remaining months of 
the year. Firemen and policemen 
now receive vacations of 20 days 
annually. 

Council yesterday accepted 
Georgia Power Company’s pro- 
posal to substitute buses for street 
cars along Piedmont avenue, 
adopted a sewer and bond com- 
mittee resolution turning over 
completion of the metropolitan 
sewers program to WPA, and au- 
thorized issuance of $425,000 in 
debt certificates to fund the city’s 
1937 deficit. 

Buses will be substituted for 
street cars along Piedmont and 
Stewart avenues about February 
1, under council’s acceptance of 
the power company’s proposal. 
Buses will extend present service 
through Ansley Park and Morn- 
ingside sections. 

A “complete understanding” 
has been reached by city, county 
and WPA officials with the plac- 
ing of the sewer program in hands 
of the WPA, and work is to be- 

in immediately to bring the met- 

opolitan program to completion. 
Certificates of indebtedness, is- 
sued over a five-year period, will 
be issued immediately.

Physicians Warn That While. Sulfanilamide Is Effective 
Against Two Types of Disease, It May Prove 
Deadly Unless Administered by Doctor. 


Successful treatmett of two 
types of malaria was believed 
found yesterday when Dr. Roy A. 


Hill, of Thomasville, Ga,, report- 
ed in the Southern Medical Jour- 
nal how. he had used injections of 
a form of sulfanilamide. 

The experiments, in 100 cases, 
were made with the co-operation 
of Dr. Elizabeth Gambrell, Emory 
University professor. ) jae ¥ 
Parks McGinty, also of Emory, 
has been working on complications 
resulting from overdose of the 
drug. 

Beginning last August, Dr, Hill 
treated two types of malaria 
prevalent in south Georgia with a 
derivative of sulfanilamide. The 
majority of the cases were among 
laborers in a logging camp. 

Remarkable Results. 

Dr. Hill and Dr. Gambrell re- 
ported that after a single -injec- 
tion of the drug the fever stopped 
and that two days later, after four 
injections, the patient was able 
to return to his work. In no cases 
were relapses reported. 

The ingredient in the “elixir of 
sulfanilamide” which was fatal to 
scores fof persons recently was 
not sulfanilamide, but the solvent, 
doctors said. 

Dr. McGinty said doctors. in 
Holland and South America have 
experimented with use of sulfan- 
ilamide derivatives in fighting the 
third malaria type and in each 
case reported complete cure,

ON BOARD R. M. S. SAMARIA—(By Mail) —There. was 
a quiet corner in the smoking room where it was pleasant to 
peck away at a typewriter. 

The steward came around. “I have heard it said, sir, that 
this stout, called the ‘Wine of Dublin,’ is very good oil for the 
wheels.” There are, however, surprisingly few wheels in a 
typewriter and it has been my experience that stout and type- 
writers do not mix any better than stout and gasoline. 


Later on he came around with some change. 

“Did you have your pockets fixed, sir?” 

“The pockets fixed?” 

“Yes, sir, the pockets, sir.” 

“Why fix them?” 

“Well, today, sir, we are changing to English money 
and English money is quite a tax on the pockets of 
Americans. Their pockets, if you will pardon it sir, are 
not well-made.” — 

And then he deposited the change. There were some half 
pennies, called ha’ pennies, some pennies, some three-penny 
pieces, called “‘thruppence, ” and some of the new farthings. 


The pennies are the size and weight of half dollars. 

The half crown, which is worth two shillings and six 
pence, is a bit larger and heavier than a half dollar; the 
florin is almost as large and heavy as a half dollar: the 
shilling i is not quite as large as a quarter. The new three- 
penny piece, however, is the prize. It is an octagonal 
piece and quite thick. It was found that the old three- 
penny piece was the same weight as the shilling and 
could be dropped down gas meters. 

When one gets a pocket full of English coins one may be 
weighted down and still have very little money. It is necessary, 
unless one wishes to walk with a slight list, to distribute the 
coins evenly. And the steward was right. Only strong pockets 
can stand the strain. It probably is very good psychology. 
One wants to spend the money to get rid of excess cargo.

| Born the last year of the War 
| Between the States, the son of an 
erstwhile wealthy farmer and

American Baptist nfinister, Dr. 
_Major grew up in the days of Re- 
construction, discovering, as he 
told us Monday morning, that the 
difference between that era and 
that in which we live today can

| Contrast in Roads. 

“For example,” said Dr. Major, 
'“T lived in a community in Ten- 
/messee where today interlacing 
paved highways make possible an 
average speed of 50 miles an hour 
for our modern motor cars and 
| buses and trucks, but when I was 
a boy it took a pair of good mules 
| to pull an empty wagon along 
‘those roads in the wet, winter sea- 
son. I can remember ‘the last epi- 
‘demic of cholera which swept the

' tagious disease. I saw men die like 
' flies from yellow fever, and many 
a time we nursed people with 
what we thought was typhoid 
fever when they were dying from

Church Has Changed. 

Dr. Major called attention to 
the changes that have taken place 
within the Baptist denomination 
within his lifetime.

very little thought to missions and 


benevolences and education. He 
said that in 1914, when he came 
to Atlanta, there were approxi- 
mately 2, 000, 000 white Baptists in 
the south.

They deal almost en- 
tirely in farm supplies, such as seed, feed, fer- 
tilizer and gas and oil. Only a few of them 
wave Cont in groceries but these are now ex- 


ing. 
The whole movement is in its infancy here 

— in comparison with the way it has developed 
in Sweden and in England, where it serves not only the needs of 
coe ower tannins group, but as a balance wheel to the general price 
After a short time, Dr. James Peter Warbasse, president of the 
Co-operative League, came in and announced he had just been 
giving his examinations at the only medical college which requires 
a knowledge of co-operative medicine, the Long Island College of 
Medicine and Surgery. He feels this branch of medicine is still 
getting scant recognition, but as 40 per cent of our people are either 
unable to avail themselves of medical services because of cost, or 
because they live where such services are impossible to obtain, it 
seems obvious that something in the nature of co-operative medical 
and dental services will have to be furnished. 

I would have liked to visit the co-operative institute on the 
upper floor, but I was late and could only murmur that I hoped 
to return some day. A dentist appointment kept creeping up on 
me in spite of my interest in the co-operative and finally I had 
to dash off. Being late to begin with, I was, of course, held up 
in the traffic several times and arrived at my destination with the 
feeling that I was literally pushing the cab.

One of the leading textbooks or 
authoritatixe works in the field is 
Starling’s Principles ef Human 
Physiology. Professor Starling died 
in 1927, but the last edition of his 
beek was published in 1936—edit- 
ed by Professor C. Levatt Evans, 
of University College. London, and 
Professor H. Hartridge, St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Medical College. 

I quote from p. 968 of this text- 
book: 

Absorption by the skin. In order 
to test the alleged influence of 
baths containing medicinal 
stances in solution, many experi- 
ments have been made to de- 
termine whether absorption. is 
possible by the skin, 

What the author meant to say 
was that research workers have 
conducted many experiments on 
animals to determine whether any- 
thing is absorbed through the un- 
broken skin; but few experiments 
on human beings, My skin is avail- 
able to any scientific investigator 
of good standing who cares to 
test to 
show whether any food, drug or 
poison is absorbed through the 


|skin—provided the results of the 


test shall be published and ac- 
knowledged as conclusive by both 
sides of the controversy. I under- 
go no risk in offering my skin for 
such a test, first because I am 
confident that nothing can be ab- 
sorbed through the skin, and sec- 
ond because I don’t believe any of 
the “authorities” who profess to 
think otherwise has the courage to 
accept my offer. 

Continuing the quotation from 
Starling: 

It may be regarded as establish- 
ed that the uninjured skin is im- 
permeable to watery solutions of 
salts or other substances, On the 
other hand, it is possible to pro- 
duce a certain amount of absorp- 
tion by the application of sub- 
stances dissolyed in fatty vehi- 
cles. Thus the administration of 
mercury is often carried out by 
the inunction of mercurial oint- 
ment, and the fact that mercurial 
salivation may be produced in 
these conditions shows that a cer- 
tain amount of the mercury has 
been absorbed. 

That is sufficient to illustrate 
the failing which makes nine- 
tenths of our modern medical lit- 
erature a bit silly to any one but:a 
purblind medical reader whose 
mind has been trained to accept 
anything and everything he 
imagines an “authority” has stated 
or inferred. 

Just one really scientific experi- 
ment with mercury ointment in- 
unction is on record, It was con- 
ducted by Kard G. Zwick, Ph.D. 
M.D., of Cincinnati and a compre- 
hénsive report of it published in 
the Journal A. M. A., December 6, 
1924. This investigator failed to 
find even microscopic particles of 
mercury in the tissues under the 
skin; only in the openings of the 
sebaceous glands and the wells of 
the hair shafts could he find any 
infinitesimal globules of mercury 
after the most carefully applied 
mercury ointment inunctions. Yet, 
curiously enough, Dr. Zwick con- 
cludes that 

“Percutaneous absorption of 
mercury takes place preponderat- 
ingly from the material deposited 
in the pores, consisting of the ori- 
fices of the hair follicles and of the 
excretory ducts of the sebaceous 
glands.”
